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Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Hollingboum. 

Last  year  I had  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  high  infant 
mortality  rate  and  this  year  it  is  with  some  relief  that  I record 
that  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  substantially  below  that  for 
Erg  land  and  Wales,  the  total  number  of  deaths  of  children  under 
the  age  of  twe Ive  months  this  year  being  5 compared  with  12  last 
year. 

Once  again  the  high  birth  rate  of  the  area  has  been 
maintained,  and  there  is  even  a slight  increase  compared  with 
1963.  The  corrected  rate  of  21.52  per  thousand  of  the  population 
is  one  of  the  highest  figures  that  has  obtained  in  your  district 
for  a very  long  times  associated  with  this,  too,  there  is  a low 
still-birth  rate,  and  a complete  absence  of  maternal  mortality. 

The  corrected  death  rate  of  11.2  is  even  lower  than  the  low 
figure  of  last  year. 

The  year  1964  ha  s been  a quiet  one  as  far  as  infectious 
diseases  are  concerned  - the  incidence  of  measles  at  5 8 cases 
being  the  major  disease,  but  not  one  which  gave  rise  to  any  anxiety. 
Once  again  there  was  no  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  in  the  District 
and  in  this  connection  you  will  see  in  the  pages  which  follow  a 
record  of  immunisation  against  each  of  those  diseases.  In  each 
case  there  were  increases  in  the  number  of  people  receiving 
protection  against  those  diseases.  This  is  particularly  welcome 
as  far  as  diphtheria  is  concerned,  since  it  involves  a greater 
personal  effort  than  that  concerned  with  poliomyelitis.  The 
oral  vaccine  which  is  used  for  poliomye litis  is  one  which  gives 
rise  to  no  trouble  whatever,  and  one  would  hope  that  the  trend 
here  is  for  an  increasing  increment  of  the  population  to  be 
protected  as  time  goes  on. 

One  of  the  disquieting  reports  in  1964  4s  on  the  incidence 
of  cancer  which  has  risen  to  the  highest  level  since  1955*  The 
total  number  of  deaths  amounted  to  48,  and  of  those  11  were  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  and  9 to  cancer  of  the  breast. 

In  the  analysis  on  page  12  you  will  see  that  the  majority  of 
those  co,ses  were  in  the  later  stages  of  life,  but  this  disease 
took  a substantial  toll  of  people  whose  expectation  of  life  was 
still  reasonably  high. 

The  main  public  health  interest  during  the  year  was  the 
investigation  and  surveillance  of  food  premises  following  the 
outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  in  May  1964,  when  over 
500  cases  were  notified.  The  follow-up  of  this  outbreak  involved 
the  withdrawal  of  food  stocks  suspected  of  having  some  relation- 
ship to  the  outbreak,  but  fortunately  the  competent  handling  of 
the  epidemic  at  the  source  prevented  the  spread  of  the  disease 
in  any  substantial  way.  It  did,  however,  stress  the  fact  that 
constant  vigilance  has  to  be  kept  on  all  premises  selling  or 
handling  food,  and  that  the  slightest  relaxation  in  the  conditions, 
particularly  those  of  display  of  cooked  meats,  can  easily  lead 
to  an  outbreak  of  substantial  dimensions. 
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I.Iuch  has  been  written  of  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  and 
I have  reported  the  various  stages  to  your  Corami tteo  meetings 
during  the  year.  The  epidemic  was  made  the  subject  of  an 
investigation  by  a Commission  and  the  results  were  published  at 
the  end  of  1964»  As  a result  of  this  publication  a review  will 
now  be  undertaken  on  the  lav/  governing  the  pavers  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  Local  Authorities  on  the  possible  closure 
of  premises  suspected  of  harbouring  infectious  disease,  and  on 
medical  examination  of  people  suspected  of  being  in  contact  with 
potential  vehicles  of  infection. 

The  work  of  the  Rib  lie  Health  Inspectorate  has  followed 
the  lines  as  laid  down  in  past  years,  and  from  the  report  which 
follows  you  will  see  that  a very  considerable  scope  of  work  has 
been  covered. 

Although  projects  of  main  drainage  are  proceeding  satisfactorily 
the  basic  problems  of  disposal  largely  remain,  particularly  in  a 
district  which  must  always  have  a large  number  of  premises  difficult 
to  connect  to  main  drainage. 

I am  very  pleased  to  record  the  continued  support  and 
assistance  which  I received  from  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  particularly  the  close  co-operation  with  Mr.  Chambers. 

The  co-operation  and  interest  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  of  the  Council  as  a whole  has  been  as  helpful  as  in  past  years 
and  I am  very  glad  too,  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help 
given  to  mo  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Engineer, and  the  Housing  Manager  in  the  various  aspects  of  my 
duties  which  have  touched  on  other  Departments.

1964  was  a pear  of  low  incidence  of  measles,  the  total 
number  notified  being  % as  against  374  in  1963*  We  now 
recognise  the  well-established  pattern  of  the  biennial  incidence 
of  measles. 

No  other  infectious  diseases  assumed  any  major  proportions, 
and  the  district  was  clear  once  again  of  poliomyelitis  and 
diphtheria.  This  is  now  the  seventh  year  of  freedom  from 
poliomyelitis,  and  the  eighteenth  in  succession  in  which  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified.  Although  this  is  a fine 
record,  it  is  not  one  for  complacency,  and  once  again  I would 
issue  the  warning  that  regular  immunisation  is  the  keynote  in 
the  prevention  of  both  those  diseases. 

In  the  case  of  food  poisoning  there  were  four  familial 
incidents  but  there  was  no  connection  between  them  and  the 
mild  disease  did  not  spread  into  the  community.

The  figure  for  primary  vaccination  this  year  has 
substantially  risen,  being  134  as  against  33  last  year.  There 
are,  of  course,  many  more  vaccinations  carried  out  in  people 
who  have  already  received  primary  vaccination,  mainly  due  to 
travel  abroad  and  the  requirements  from  various  foreign 
countries  for  immigrants  to  be  fully  protected  against  smallpox. 
These  figures  are  not  now  however  available. 

The  need  for  primary  vaccination  in  infants  remains  as 
high  as  ever  and  the  advice  is  given  to  people  who  are  in  the 
habit  of  travelling  abroad,  or  have  any  intention  in  the  near 
future  of  travelling  abroad,  to  ensure  that  their  vaccination 
state  is  kept  up  to  the  highest  level  of  immunity.

The  infant  mortality  rate  at  14*08  is  substantially  below 
that  for  the  country  as  a whole,  the  present  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  being  20.0.  With  the  small  numbers  involved  in  your 
district,  however,  there  is  a tendency  to  a large  swing  away  from 
the  average  and  not  too  much  reliance  should  be  placed  on  the 
rates  for  a specific  year. 

In  the  analysis  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were 
probably  three  instances  where  death  was  due  to  congenital  causes 
beyond  control. 

An  unusual  feature  of  this  year’s  analysis  of  infant  deaths 
is  that  there  is  no  case  of  death  due  to  prematurity. 

In  1964  there  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants.

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HOUSING 


Twelve  properties  the  subject  of  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders 
were  demolished  during  the  year  compared  with  three  in  the  previous 
year.  A further  three  properties  were  completely  repaired  and 
improved  and  Orders  revoked. 

With  additional  Orders  made  during  the  year,  the  position  at 
31st  December  showed  fifteen  of  these  prop  rties  as  being  occupied 
of  which  eleven  occupiers  are  applicants  for  Council  accommodation. 
The  urgency  of  the  need  for  Old  Peoples'  housing  is  again  emphasized 
by  the  fact  that  seven  of  these  applicants  are  old-age-pensioners. 

The  time  between  making  Orders  and  rehousing  remains  reasonable,  but 
this  is  due  in  large  measure  to  slum  clearance  action  being  postponed 
until  housing  is  likely  to  be  available  in  the  forseeable  future  for 
the  families  displaced. 

fifteen  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year, 
an  increase  of  four  over  1963*  This  increase  is  welcore  but 
insufficient,  bearing  in  mind  the  number  remaining  to  be  dealt  with. 
A further  increase  is  however  anticipated  durirg  1965  v;hen  occupation 
of  the  Council's  housing  site  at  Headcorn  is  commenced.  The  figures 
below  showing  the  decrease  in  improvement  schemes  are  disappointing 
in  that  they  suggest  a decrease  in  the  numbers  of  prospective  slum 
cleaxoxe  properties  beirg  renovated. 

Under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  48  houses  of 
which  8 were  old  peoples  ' accommodation.

During  the  year  an  increased  number  of  visits  has  been  made 
to  these  premises,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  hygiene  of 
the  shops  is  satisfactory. 

No  complaints  were  lodged  in  respect  of  the  cafes  on  the 
A.20,  and  with  the  increase  in  establishment  it  has  been  possible 
to  make  regular  routine  inspections. 

As  a result  of  the  more  frequent  visits  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  the  standard  of  the  cafes  and  restaurants  in 
the  district  has  been  raised.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  this 
standard  will  be  brought  to  a higher  level. 

Throughout  the  district  the  improvement  in  the  conditions  of 
the  public  houses  continues,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
brewers  have  been  co-operative  in  accepting  the  suggestions  made 
by  the  department  towards  achieving  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

For  the  first  tine  the  Agricultural  Show  was  held  at  Detling 
this  year,  and  visits  were  made  to  the  ground  while  the  show  stands 
were  being  erected.  Inspections  were  made  of  the  catering 
establishments  while  the  showground  was  open  to  the  public  and 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  found.
